FAIR SUMMING UP. 


Nobody ever accused the Sacramento Bee of being radical or in 
any way giving the best end of the argument to union labor. That 


paper, however, has been eminently fair in its summing up of the 


“situation in Stockton and its position as the chiefest large daily neav- 


est to the trouble makes its words of peculiar value. Under the cap- 
tion, ‘‘Need of Arbitration Is Shown at Stockton,’’ the Bee says, edi. 
torially : 

‘‘The labor struggle at Stotkton, in the main, is over the qu-siion 
of the ‘open shop.’ 

‘‘And what that issue means, as defined by the Merchants. Manu- 
facturers and Employers’ Association, is set forth in a report adoptd 
by it on June 29 last and the next day given out for pullication, as 
follows: 

‘««We understand the open shop to consist of the clim- 
ination of the union label, the anicn stamp and union display 
cards by ourselves or by our employes, and the elimination of 
the signing or making of agreements by and between our 
members and labor organizations.’ 

‘‘On the 8th instant this ‘open shop’ rule was declared in effect 
by the association, said to represent 332 employing concerns in Stock- 
ton. 

‘“‘That was two days after Superior Judge C.\W. Norton had is- 
sued a permanent injunction against picketing, in the case brought 
by a local restaurant against the Cooks’ and Waiters’ Union and the 
Central Labor Council. ae 

‘The first extensive walk-out occurred on the 8th inst., when the 
proprietors of four planing mills informed their men that the mills 
would henceforth be conducted on the ‘open-shop’ plan; that the 
union label would be abolished and ‘shop stewards’ not be permitted 
in the mills, but that the men were free to remain, at the same pay and 
hours, under the new conditions, without reference to union affilia- 
tions. 

‘“Thereupon 200 union men walked out, and the great struggle 
began that has spread to a number of other trades and bids fair to 
involve many more. 

‘‘Labor representatives say the unions offered to submit the ‘open 
shop’ question to arbitration, but that the association would not 
consent to any arbitration. 

‘The foregoing is by no means a full statement, but it serves to 
bring out the main point, which is the fight for and against the ‘ ope 
shop.’ 

“The labor unions at Stockton are said to have a total member- 
ship of about 2000, and it has been regarded as a strongly unionized 
city. : 

“If the above outline of the situation, as gathered from the Bee’s 
special dispatches since the Stockton troubles began, correctly pre- 
sents the essential facts of the situation, the Employers’ Association 
appears to be in the wrong on two main points, however much the 
unions may be at fault in other matters. 

‘““The association is in the wrong if it refuses, or requires its mem- 
bers to’ refuse, to recognize labor unions, the only agencies through 
which. workingmen can effect collective bargaining with their em- 
ployers or have any actual .voice in the fixing of hours, wages and 
other ¢onditions of employment. 

‘“The employers forming the association take this attitude after 
securing for themselves all the advantages of a strong organization 
in their dealings with employes. _ 

““Certainly a one-sided view. 

Secondly, the association is wrong if it has refused and still re- 
fuses to submit to arbitration the questions in issue, whatever they 
may be, including the ‘‘open shop.’’ 

‘“‘The publie—which always is a principal if not the worst suf- 


ferer in great labor troubles—has a right to demand arbitraton of |, 


such contests. 

‘« And public sentiment is steadily growing in favor of compulsory 
arbitration, in order that every great strike or lockout may not prove 
a public calamity as well as inflict heavy loss on both sides.’’ 


CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


Suppose the capitalists should declare their independence and 
resolve to live Wjthout the workers, where would they get their divi- 
dends and interest? They would clearly get uothing whatever. ‘‘In- 


-dependence’’ with them would be suicide. 


But on the other hand suppose the workers sl.ould declare their 
independence of the capitalists, they could build any factory that 
was needed,-théy could run any machine, they could cultivate any 
crop, they could transport it to market. All they would lose would 
be the riding of industry. Do you suppose they could not get along 
without paying some other fellow profit, interest and rent? 

The masters might even take their title deeds away. But the 
real property would remain, and the workers could use it. The mas- 


ters might-even have workers burn the mills and wreck the roads. 


before they went. But the raw material would stifl be here, and the 
mills could be duplicated and the roads rebuilt by the workers. ~ 
The meaning of it is, that the workers perform a needed func- 


tion in industry and the capitalists do not. The latter merely ride it.
